2, Did King Edward enjoy a Calm, for any cone 
fiderable Time, in his Court? 

A. No; for in-a Parliament held at London} Anno 
1312, the Englifh Nobles put Hugh Spencer the 
younger, near his Perfon, as Chamberlain; and this 
Spencer, by his Father's Counfel, foon gain’d fo much 
Credit, that be became the King’s Favourite and 
Prime Minifter; which raifing the Jealoufy of the 
Barons, gave Occafion to numiberlefs Diforders. 

2. How did the Barons behave? 

4. Vhey complain’d that young Spencer was , 
grown proud, and treated them with too much In. 
folence; for which Reafon they refolved to banifh » 
him; and for this Purpofe form'd a Confederacy, of 
which Téomas Eath of Lancafier, Som to Edmund .. 
Crouchback, and Grandfoa of King Henry ILL. der , 
clared himfelf the Chief. 

2. Wasthis Confederacy fuccefsful ? ! 

A. Young Spencer was at fir obliged to leave the 
Kingdom; foon after which, he play'd the Pirate, 
eipecially upon the Englif> Ships. Duriag this In- 
terval, Edward recover’d feveral rong Holds from 
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the Barotis; recall'a the two Spencers; and was fo 
fuccefsful againft the former, that the Eari of Lan- 
cafler was taken, together with ninety-five Barons or 
Knights. The King beheaded the Earl, and feveral 
other Noblemen. : 

2. Did thefe Severities put a Stop to the Fagtions? 

A. Yes, for a Seafon; but the Queen being dif- 
gufted at the Spencers, refolved upon Revenge ; for 
which Purpofe fhe form'd a Party, and openly levy’d 
a Body of Troops, in order tocrufh thofe Favourites. 

2. Where was fhethen? 

A. At the Court of her Brother Charles the Fair, 
King of France; whither fhe had carried her Son 
Edward, who did Homage to the French Monarch, 
for Guienne and Ponthieu. :

4. She ratify’d the Treaty made between the Earl 
of Hainault and herfelf ; and betroth’d young Prince 
Edward to Princefs Philippa, that Earl's Daughter. 

2, What did the afterwards? 

A, She procured William Earl of Hainault a 
powerful Succour, under the Command of Earl chx 
his Brother. 

©, What Succefs had fhe with thefe Forces ? 

4. She landed in Exg/and, upon which the Con- 
fpirators join'd her, together with the whole King- 
dom; when the King was fo coerally abandon’, 
that he attempted to fly into /re/and; but being 
driven by contrary Winds on the Coaft of Sours 
Wales, he was obliged to conceal himfelf*in Neat. 
Abbey ; having left the eJder Spencer m Briftal, where 
he was taken and hang'd; foon after which, Spencer 
the Son was alfo taken,.and hang’d at Hereford.

4. He wasimprifon’d in the Caftle of Kenelavorth ; 
depofed by the. Parliament, and his Son proclaim’d 


Monarch in his Stead. Deputies were afterwards ° 


fent to Edward, to oblige him to refign his Crown. 
©. Would the King confent to it? 

4. ‘The Deputies had no'fooner told him the Re- 
folutions taken by the Affembly, but he fainted away ; 
and afterwards fhedding a Flood of ‘Tears, quietly 
iubmitted to every Thing required of him. 

9, What became Of fdeward afterwards? . 

A. Henry of LancaPer, who had the Cate of him, 
being fufpe&ted by the Queen, and by her-Favourite 
Mortimer, (with whom fhe held a fecree Correfpon- 
dence; they had the Monarch convey’d: from the 
Cattle of Kenelqworth to that of “Berk/-y, where Sir 
Thomas Gourney and Sit Fehbn Maitravers treated him 
moft unworthily ; and afterwards pat him.to:Death in 
a very cruel Manter; a hot Iron being thruft'into his 
Fundament, through a Pipe made of Horn, in order 
that it might leave no Sear behind it; andsin thefe 


cruel ‘Torments the wuifortundte King expired, in .

A. He had, by J/abella of France his Confort, two 
Sons and as many Daughters; wz. Edward Ill. his 
Sueceffor, and ‘ohn, who died in the Flower of his 
Youth: Yoan his eldeft Daughter, who was marry’d 
to David King of Scots; and Eleanor, his fecond 
Daughter, Wife to Reyno/d Duke of Guweldres, 

2, What remarkable Events happen’d under this 
Reign? 

A. The moft dreadful Earthquake ever known in 
Great-Britain ; and fo dreadful a Famine, that Men 
devour’d one another. This Famine lafted three 
Years, (according to the monkifh Writers.) About 
this Time. the Order of Kuights Templars was abo- 
lifh’c. Thefe Knights were fo greatly degenerated 
from their firft Inftitution, and plunged into fuch 
fhocking,, Vices, that the Princes of Chriffendom re- 
folved to extirpate them; for which Purpofe, their 
Society was coudemn’d in a general Council held at 
Vienna.

A. That his bare Afpeét drew Relp 
ration. Gentle and beneficent to People of Virtue, 
he was inexorable to the Wicked. A Friend to the 
Poor, the Widow, and the Orphan, and to all the un- 
fortunate in general; it was his Delight to footh their 
Misfortunes. Thougl. Edzward’s Valour was known 
and admired throughout the World, he yet was never 
pufed up upon that Account. His Subjects were 
exceedingly dear to him. The uninterrupted Union 
which ever fubfitted between his Queen and himfel, 
augmented his Felicity. In fine, he might have been 
confider’d as a perfect Prince, had not his Ambitioa 
prompted him to break, in an illaudable Manner, the 
Peace he had concluded with the Scots. |

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», Life of Ottver Cromwe tt, Lord Pro- 
ne S. tector of England, &e.

UCH has been advanced, both by the way 
of Satire and Panegyric, for and againft the 
Memory of this great Perfon; but all agree that he 
was defcended colaterally from Thomas Lord Crom- 
avell, Earl of Eff/x, a great Statefman under King 
Henry VIII. and his chief Inftrument in diftovering 
the fcandalous Lives of the Friars, Monks and Nuns ; 
their Impofitions upon the Credulity of the People; 
and abolifhing Popery in this Kingdom (fee Vol. III. 
p. 19, &c.) For, Lord Cromwell’s Daughter being 
iven in Marriage to one Morgan Williams, the 
Froughe him forth a Son, named Richard, who was 
knighted by the faid King Henry, and took the Name 
of his Uncle Cromeve//, ftill preferving the Arms of 
Williams his Father. This Sir Richard married 
Frances, Daughter and Coheir of Sir Thomas Mur/yn, 
and was enrich’d by large Grants from the Crown, of 
Church Lands, at the Diffolution of the religious 
Houfes, in Huntingdonfhire. He was alfoa Man of 
Valour, and in a Tournament before the King (4nno 
1540) at Wefminfler, overthrew Mr. Pa:mer and Mr. 
Cap/ey, two of the Combatants. To this Richard 
was born a Son, named Henry, who was knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth, m the fixth Year of her Reign, and 
lived in high Efteem, both at Court and at his Coun- 
try Seat at Hinchingbroo#, where by his Wife Joan, 
Daughter and Heir of Sir Ralph Warren, he was 
blefied with fix Sons, Oliver, Robert, Henry, Richard, 
Philip, and Ralph; of which Oliver, the eldeft, in- 
herited his Father’s vaft Eftates, was knighted alfo, 
and diftinguifhed himfelf by the moft noble Enter- 
tainment he made at his own Manor-Hoeufe, on the 
Acceflion of King ames I..which far excelled any 
made by a private Subject on the like Occafion. 
The fecond Son Robert, had not above three hundred 
Pounds a Year, but as much efteemed for his perfonal 
Worth as any of his Anceitors. He married E/jza- 
beth, Niece of Sit Robert Steward, a Gentleman of a 
handfome Eftate in the fame County, by whom he 
had the Hero, who is the Subject of thefe Memoirs, 
and named Oliwer, after his Uncle and Godfather, 
Sir Oliver aforefaid, at his Baptifm im St. John's 
Church at Humtingdon, on the 2gth of 4pril 1599, 
in which Parifh he was born, on the 25th of we 
fame Month and Year. 

Hence it is that his very Enemies are obliged to 
Confcis, that he was well enough born: He himéelf tells 
the Parliament, that he was by Birth a Gentleman: 
and Mi/son affures us, that his Houfe was noble and 
lluftrious. 

_ Oliver's firft Step to Learning was made at the 
Free-{chool of Huntingdon, under Dr. Beard; and, 
fays the Author of the Flage/lum, a fevere Invettive 
again’ bim, he even now was poffeffed with fuch a 
“ong Upinion that’ he fhould be King of England, 
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that his Father was extremely troabied at uw; and 
having rebuked him feverely for fueh a vain, idle, 
and impudent Prefumption, without being able to 
bring him to a better Mind, delivered him up to tke 
CorreGtion of his Mailer, But his Chaflifement 
wrought fo litte upon the Prejudice of that Precon 
ception, that we find him diiplaying the Part of a 
King with great Applaufe, and with as much Grace 
and Majefty, as if that State had been natural to him ; 
having chofen to act the Part of Zadus or Senfe of 
Feeling, in the Play called Lingua, or Combat of the 
five Senfes, which, accordigg to antient Cuftom, was 
acted in the Free-ichool, by the Scholars themfelves, 
and not at Cambridge, as Winflanley has erroneoufly 
afferted.—In the fixth Scene of the firt A&, Oliver, 
entering with a Crown of Laurel and Rofes on his 
Head, ftumbled at a Crown, laid purpofely in the . 
Way; feized upon it with Eagernefs, caft away his 
Laurel, crowned bimfelf with the royal Diadem, and 
then {poke the following Soliloquy : :

And how far this majeftic Speech bears any Ana- 
logy to his future Lite, when he changed the Laurel 
ot his Victories for the Power, Authority, and Splen- 
dor of the fupreme Ruler in thefe Kingdoms, I leave 
you to determine. 

His Talent was manifeftly adapted to an active 
Life, diftinguifhing his Abilities moft at Foot-ball, . 
Cudgels; or any other boifterous ahd manly Sport or 
Game: But his génteel Stile is a Proof that he was 
not altogether negleétful of his Studies, and therefore — 
we find him fent from School to Sidney College in — 
Cambridge, and placed ander the Tuition of Mr. 
Richard Heawlet, April 23, 1616, where he conti- 
nued till his Father’s Death: When, either through a 
too great and imprudent Tendernefs of his Mother,

Rettraint, and Inclination, C/iver leaves College, and is 
taken Home. But his vioenr and ftrong Pallons toon 
fhewed how ili they judged, who conienred to his Ene 
hargement and immaturc Rerum from the Univerfity. 
So thar his extravagant way of Lite made it neceffary to 
fend him op to Lincoln’s-Inn, to ftudy the Law. . But nei- 
ther did the Ann icarior. in that kind of Study {uic Mas 

‘hemper; for, though he had the Conduct to give no Of- 
fence to. thet honourable Society, during his Abode 
413) nett th. iN, he matte nO iOng ofTay under their Di- 
tection, but reeurncd Home once more, and became a 
perlect Nufance ro the whole mghbouring Country, by 
hie lewd ard irreligious Lire, rill he had confumed the bett 
Part of his parernal E:tate, and lott che advantageous Bue 
linefs.of Brewing, which his Morlicr had carried on with 
<Cat Su cels, tor fome Years, even be foie the Death of 
is Father. 

From this brink of Deftruétion, fays the Author of the 
Fiuvellum, ‘a giddy lo{piration feized him, and albofa 
‘ tudden fo feemed to change and invert him ,thart he now 
* became che Wonder, who juit before was the hiffing and 
‘ {corn of all People. He conitantly aad devoutly free 
guented the Church of Engfaid, and gave himfelf up 
whol y to the Converfation and Conduct of her Di- 
* vines, till they had vouched tor his Sincerity and Ortho- 
* doxy, and perfiaded his Uncle, Sir Robert Steward, to 
declare him his Heir, and to leave him an Eitate of tour 
* or tive hundred Pounds a Year.’

fi:.ts the broken Fortine of our Herc, which ar’this Time 
was very much vedaced, by his.extraordinary 7Z.¢al in the 
Support of the Puritan Caufe, and therefore I am inclined 
tro credit tho®, who alfcribe it t6.a Remembrance: of his 
undaunted Behaviour in 1628, when he remon(trated a- 
gaint the Bithop of Hanchefter’s countenancing fome who 
preached Popeéry, and the Promotion of Dr, MLagrevaring 
to a neh Renehce ; and ot his Refojution in 1627, to withe 
draw, rog:ther with the Héads of the puritan Faction, in- 
to the Plintations in America, had they not been ftopped, 
even atter they were embarked, by a royal!

© Suntay, to hear Mr. Oftver Cromevel!, and did hear him 
* with tuch Admiration, that he rhoughr there was not 
fuch a precious Man in the Nation; took fuch a Liking 
“to han, chat trom chat Time. he did nothing but rumie 
>. 
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nate and meditate on the Man and his Gifts” and before 
the Writs were iffucd out in 1640, he refolved to try whe. 
ther he could nor get him chofen a Burgefs for his own 
Corporation ; and, backed by one Mr. Wildmore, a Drape 
‘Ibbot, 2 Tallow-chandler, and Mr. Kitchinman, an Arro,. 
ney, all Purirans, waited upon the Mayor, ‘named Alder. 
nan French; gained his Confent to make Mr. Cromeve!l a 
Freeman of rhe Town,, under ‘difguifed Pretences,. thar 
fuch a Member, as they had to recommend, would prove 
an Honour and Support to the Town, which was then 
full or Poor; but that he was uhwilting to come and 
dwell im it, before he cold have the Favonr of a Free.

now well warmed with fich good Chear, ‘ Tynrs and the 
* other three, fays my Author, fpread themfelvas among 
* the Company, and whifpered into their Kars, Would net 
this Man miake.a brave Burcefs for the enfuing Parlis. 
© ment?’ Which was wathed down fo effectually into the 
Heart by the merry Juice, fo timely beftowed gratis, 
thar we find Oliver Cromevell, Ef{g; chofen, and returned 
one of rhe Burgeffes for the Town of Cambridze, about a 
Fortnight after, im Oppofition to Counfellor Mutus. 

The Parliament met on November 3,.1640, and entering 
immediately into Debares, upon the Incroachments of the 
Court and Clergy upon the civil and religious Liberty, of 
the People, Cromevell prefently fhewed himfelf a zealous 
and refolute Oppofer of the public Grievances, But yer 
fo tar he can only be faid to have aéted the Part of a good 
Patriot, and concurred with the greateft Men of the Na- 
tion, who, Mr. Kelzvood affures us. compofed that Par. 
liamenr. And, ‘ they, continues that Afemorialift, had 
fuficient Abilities and Inclinatiens to. render their King 
‘and Country happy, if Exzland had not Geen thro’ a 
Chain of concurring Accidents ripéned’ to Deftrudion. 
‘ Ac their fitring down, a Seene of Grievances, under 
‘ which the Nation had long groaned; was laid open, and 
* a!l Topicks made ufe of to point them out in the live. 
© jieft Colours. The many Cruelties of the Star Chamber, 
‘ and Hizh Commiffion Courts, that had alienated People’s 
¢ Minds from the Hierarchy, were now infifted on, to 
‘throw down thote two arbitrary Tribunals ; and with 
‘ them, fome Time after, the Bifhops out of the Honie

Peculiar Refctions on the Ufe of Sexrkttwous

‘dling, the Lower, and the Lowcft ot all. The Greatand 
leffer Great are thofe which compofe the Nébility, the 
principal Gentry, and wealehy Traders ; the Middling atc 
thote wha live andthrive by a Mixture of Are and In. 
duyliry, in, the trading Towns, or in the Coufery, the 
wholefale ‘and retale Dealers, Fapmexs, Factors, Brokers, 
Ec. The Lower are the indultrious Poor, apd the Lowelt 
Of all; rheidiec Vagabond$ and Thieves. ad 

The firft Rank Jive upon the Art and Indifftry of rhe 
fecond, and the fecond; in fome Meafure, on that Branch 
of. the third, the induttrious aod labouring Poor; who are 
indeed the Balis and Suppoir of every Stare, and there- 
fore their Interefts and Welfare ought to be more particu. 
larly attended to by a wile Governmicnr, and whatever 
contributes to eradicate the Seeds of Government, to be 
carcilully confidered. 2" 

‘This Reflection naturally leads me to enguire into rhe 
prefent Stare of Things, and how thefe induittrious Poor 
are injured, and gradually falling into the loweft Cla!s of 
all, and thereby, a8 it were, removing the Prop thar fup- 
portsthe whole political Syftem. 

It is not to be.difpured, that an immoderate Ufe of 
trong Liquors imbeciliitates the human Body.; and cone 
feguently, asthe Suéngth diminifhes, Labour and Indultry

muft neceflarily fail: And as fome Liquors have a 
worte Effeét than others, and while they inebriate, 
caufticate the Stomach and. Inteftines, a€ting in the 
Nature of a gradual, corrofive Poifon, human Nature 
muft fail, and fink under the unhappy Experiment. 
In this Light, then, we fhall confider, whether even 
the Opinion is true, that f{piritzous Liquors being 
ufed, or rather abufed, is either for the Intereft of 
thofe who principally promote it in particular, or 
for the Revenues in general, without immediate Re- 
‘Spect to perfonal Mifchief ? 

The firft Rank of People abovementioned have 
the Land in their Hands, and are benefited by it in 
Proportion as their Tenants pay their Rents; and 
therefore the more the Tenants make of their Farms, 
the better it is for the Wealthy. And as one Species, 
and one Species only of fpirituous Liquors, is made 
from the Produce of Land, we are to enquire how 
far it balances the Mifchief, which the Profits refult- 
ing therefrom occafion, and whether more may not 
retule from an entire Annihilation of them, 

The firft Queftion to be confidered, is, whether 
the Sale of bad Wheat in any Senfe counterpoifes 
the Want of Vent for the Good, as this Vent muft 
fail, and the Price lower, in Proportion as more.or 
lefs Bread is eaten? Now every Body knows, that 
thofe who.ufe {pirituous Liquors eat but little Food 


of any Kind ;-and what that Number amounts to | 


needs not here a particular Illuftration; but fuppofe 
one Million, or one eighth of the Peaple are in this 
unhappy Way, and eat lefs, by one Million .of- 
Pounds daily, than adike Number of fober People ; 
this, in the Sale of the Year, amonnts te three hun- 
dred and fixty-five Millions of Pounds, which, at 
fixty Pounds to the Bufhel, amounts to fix Millions 
eighty-three Thoufand three Hundred and thirty- 
three Bufhels, which at only three Shillings the Bu- 
fhel, is nine hundred and twelve Thoaland four 
Hundred and ninety-nine Pounds, nineteen Shillings, 
loft'to the Farmer, in the Sale.of Wheat.only, which 
‘would at leaft raife the current Price one Shilling a 
Buthel all over the Kingdom ; and this not only vait- 
ly overbalances the Advantage of difpofing of grown 
and {mutty Wheat, but is probably the Reafon why 
that very Wheat, with all: its Faults, does not fell 
at a better Price, becaufe_in a good State of Health, 
dt would ‘be eaten by the Poor, mixed wita better, 
And Fam fure, thac where fpirituous Liquors are’ not 
ufed, much worfe Bread is commonly eaten. 

On the fame Principle of Reafoning I hall con- 
fider Barley, the bad Sort whereof is{oldto the Male. 
Diftillers, who ufe the bad Wheat with it; and as 
thofe who drink fpirituous Liquors eat litle Bread as 
in the-firft Cafe, fo in this they drink but little ftrong 
Beer: But I apprehend, were fpirituous Liquors 
out of the Cafe, they would confume a great Quan- 
tity, efpecially of that wholfome Liquor called Por- 
rer, and c@alequently an infinitely larger Quantity 
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of the good Barley would be ufed, and by a Pari, 
ty of Reafoning as above, at a much higher Pr; 
amply fufficient to anfwer the Lofs by bad Barley 
and as much more would be malted ‘for the Brewer, 
than for the Diftillery, fo in Proportion would thar 
Branch of the Revenue be benefited. I take this 
for granted on this plain Principle, that the labour. 
ing Man in good Health would, by-drinking Bee, 
inftead of fpirituous Liquors, ¢onfume more Mal: 
in a Day, than now in a Week, however much 
may be ufed for Spirits. 

Hence I fhall deduce my Jaft Inference, that the 
Prefervation of the induftrious: Labourer, depends on 
his not drinking fpirituous Liquors; on his Prefer. 
vation that of the middling People, and on them the 
Support of the Wealthy.—Now, fuppofing that the 
Government upon the whole, does raife more Mo- 
hey on the compound Duties, as Matters are at pre. 
fent circumftanced, than they would on the fimple 
Duties on Malt and Beer.— Yet Nothing but a very 
new Scheme of Policy can in any Senfe juftify the 
fetting of a temporary Expedient for raifing a Sur. 
plus, againft the Health, Welfare, and Happinefy 
of the Pedple.; but when it is at beft doubtful whe 
ther the Balance is in Favour of the Revenue, and 
that of the labouring People ‘is abfolutely certain, 
furely we will not call that Government, which like 
young Vipers eat out of the Bowels of their Mo. 
ther. I can’t avoid, on this Occafion, calling up- 
on the Clergy, who are prefumed at leaft to have 
the Care of our Souls, and officiate as one Branch of 
the Legiflature, and to afk them whether they don't 
know, that the drinking of hot Liquors produce a 
thoufand infamous Effects, very .contrary to Views 
of future Happinefs? And, if this be the Cafe, may 
not one modeftly afk them, that however they may 
do their Duty in the Church, whether they do it in 
the State, to which they feem likewife called? For 
as to us wicked Laymen, who look purely after 
Wealth and Honours, it points not fo directly to ; 
but it may reafonably*be expe&ed from thole 
who -have the Care of our future Welfare, that they 
would fet before the Great a true State of their Er- 
ror, and by ufing the fame Art and Intereft with 
them, for the Salvation of our Souls, as they do for 
their awn Preferment, convince them of the Necel- 
fity of anmihilating Gin, and thereby at once pre- 
ferving both the Souls and Bodies’ of the induftrious 
Poor, and at the fame Time of @ftablifhing our na- 
tural political Sydtem on a firm and permanent Bafis.

before Monfieur ce Ja Birticme, Governor of Mom 
bourg, who fent as back to A/ere, elcorted by twen 
ty ive Drageons. No fooner were we arrived there, 
but we were all three put into ditferent Priions, from 
whence, having {taid there two Months, we were 
fentene’d by the King’s Order to be thaved and put 
ia Convents for ever. I was then conducted to the 
Convent of the Ur/e/ines, where | ftaid ten Months, 
always een nee myfelf to the Lord, who has 
given me Strength and Courage to saree Things 
that will appear unpoiible to thole who read theie 
Memorandums. 

In the Night of r7th of Auguf, 1687, after hav- 
ing recommended myfelf to God ig a particular Man- 
ner, L was retolved to crofs a Room where ten 
Boarders, that were as Guards over me, lay: | ind- 
ing them afleep, I ventured fofily to open their 
Door, from whence I was obliged to get out of a 
Window that leoked imo the Yard, but the Bars 
hindered me fome Time; I filed one of them, and 
the other, by pulling it with all my Strength, broke 
in my Hands, whitch made me think that God fe- 
conded my Defign. So foon as this Obftacle was 
removed, I tnrew mylclf out of this Window in the 
midit of a frightful Storm of Rain and Thunder, 
without hurting me in the leaft. From the Yard | 
went to the Garden, the Door of which was faltened 
witha Padlock, which being fmall, made it the more 
eaty for me to tear off. In the Garden I founda 
Piece of Cloth which was laid there to whiten ; this 
ferved to put round my Middle, and to let me down 
foftly to the Bettom of the Wall, which was very 
high, at the Foot of which a River flowed. I en- 
tered this River, which was upto my Neck, and had 
it not been for my Height, | fhould probably =¢> 
been drown'd. After I had happily crofs’d it, I 
providentially came to the Houfe of good People of 
our Religion, who had the Charity to receive me. 
Next Morn: ng at Break of Day, the Nuns of my 
Cor.vent acq' saieted the Governor tha¢ 1 had efcaped, 
and a great Rumour was fpread about the City con- 
cerning me. Thofe of our Religion gave Thenks 
to God for my Deiverance, and others caft forth 
fire and Flame againi{ me; nevesthelets the Dra 
goons, to whom fix Lowis d’Ors had been offered to 
find me out, and who had Orders to fearch ever 
Houle for me, yet happily came nor at firft to the 
Houle where Iwas. ‘Lhey beat the Drum on al! 
read the King’s Orders, that.none fhould 
receave me into any of their Houfes, on Pain of the 
Gatteys for the Men, and Confitcation of Goods and 


Liv 


the Convent for the Women. I! then thought myfelf 
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obliged to leave my Retreat, and go to a Place where 
Soldiers had already been to feek after me. I now 
thought proper to difguife mytfelf, fometimes in a 
Peafant’s Habit, and fometimes in a Man’s; the 
greateft Difficulty was to pafs the City Guards, Or- 
ders having been given to the Officers of the Guard 
to uncover mafked Perfons; and yet, notwithftand- 
ing all their Precautions, | pafled through, following 
two Ladies, who condufted meto a Place where a 
Guide waited for me. 1 had a Knot upon my Shoul- 
ders with a T'un upon it, and a Batket under my 
Arm. In this Manner Ltraveiled one League, where 
1 found the Guide that waited for ne. I then lete 
the two good Ladits, who recommended me to the 
Lord’s Care, and got upon my Horie. We had not 
got twenty Leagues through back and crofs Ways, 
but we arrived at Charsevrlle, where we flopp’d at 
the Gate for fome Time ; my Guide faid, that I was 
his Footman. From thence we pafied through Mar- 
che-in-/amine, where we were conducted to the Go- 
veraor, who caufed me to be examined in the Pre- 
fence of feveral Officers, by a Dragoon who fpoke 
German: I anfwered him that I was a German, and 
Footman to the Guide; and by my underftanding 
the German Tongue pretty well, I got out of this 
Danger, and they permitted me to depart without 
farther Fxamination, From thence we went to dine 
in a Village where we found the Dragoons of Lux- 
emburg enquiring of the Hoft in my Prefence, whe- 
ther they had not heard of a Nun that had efcap- 
eb out of a Convent at Metz ? and faid, that they 
were come in queft of her here as far as the Gates of 
Liege ; adding, that there were others in other Roads 
for the fame cud, and that they were to have ten 
Piftoies if they found her. I leave you to judge, Sir, 
if {uch a Dilcourle did not afiright me; but God, 
who had given me Strength every where before, 
ftrengthened me alfo in this lat Trial. The Dra- 
goons thinking me to be my Guide’s- Servant, de- 
fired me to go and water their Hortes, which I rea- 
dily did without the leat Hefitation, riding the one 
and leading the other. When [I return’d, I rold my 
Gurce that it was dangerous for me to flay there, and 
therefore I intreated him to go to Liege as foon as 
pofible, which we accordingly did, by galloping as 
faft as we could. So ioon as we were arrived there, 
J thanked him, and told him that I was the Nun 
about whom fuch a Stir was made. Never was Sur- 
prize xe his! He told me, that if he had thought 
that I wasthe Perfon, he would not have been my 
Gaide for a thoufand Pigoles. From Liege I went 
to MT Ariche, where I was received by all honeft 
People kindly ; afterwards T happily arrived at Caf- 
ii, to the great Joy of my neareft Friends, who 
gave thanks to Ged for my Deliverance.
